Six Guards Held Hostage 
‘Too Much to Eat’ 
Inmates Seize Prison 
Players Gorged in China 


KINGSTON, Ont. (UPI) - 
More 
than 
500 
prisoners, 


threatening to meet force by 


slicing off a finger of hostage 


guards for each gunshot fired 
at them, were in control of 
the 137 - year - old 
Kingston 
penitentiary today. 


The 
prisoners 
h e l d 
six 
guards as hostage, after re­ 
leasing three others following 
an uprising that began Wed­ 
nesday night at the end of a 
television recreation period. 
A force of 30 Canadian For­ 
ces troops from the nearby 
base at Barriefield, Ont. was 
placed on standby alert at the 
request of penitentiary offi­ 


cials attempting to bargain 
for the safety of the guards. 
Regional penitentiary Direc­ 
tor John Moloney said the 
siege began shortly after 10:30 
p.m. when a group of about 
200 prisoners were ending their 
regular television recreation 
period. They suddenly seized 
nine guards as hostages and 
began smashing the lock sys­ 
tem in the central block and 
releasing the inmates. 
Moloney said the prisoners 
were in control of all but a 
few blocks of the penitentiary 
which normally houses 685 in­ 
mates. Only about 100 priso­ 
ners still remained in their 
cells, Maloney said. 


Three of the hostages later 
were 
released 
by 
the 
re­ 
bellious prisoners and at the 
height on the uprising several 
shots 
were 
fired over 
the 
heads of the prisoners. 
T h e 
prisoners 
retreated 
before the gunfire but war­ 
ned that if any more shots 
were fired a finger on one of 
the hostages would be cut off 
for 
each 
subsequent 
shot 
fired. 
The inmates demanded a 


meeting with newsmen to air 
their grievances and Moloney 
said four representatives of 


the press would meet with the 
rebels later today.

Steenhoven said, “I thought 
hors d’oeuvres were the en­ 
tire meal, but then there were 
10 more courses.” 


A banquet offered today by 
the Shanghai branch of the 
China Association of Friendly 
R e l a t i o n s with Foreign 
Counties was a case in point. 


The eight-course meal con­ 
sisted of about 25 different 
foods. At the center of each 
table was a revolving board 
which enabled the diners to 
turn to whatever they fan­ 
cied. 


The first dish was what the 
Chinese call a “hundred flo­ 
wers cold plate.” It consists 
of

dishes, 
including 
duck eggs, hundred-year-old 
eggs, 
ham 
slices, 
chicken,

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
personal income of all Ameri­ 
cans increased at an annual 
rate of $5.9 billion last month, 
about twice as much as in 
February, the Commerce De­ 
partment said today. 
But that was still short of 
the 
pace 
needed 
to 
meet 
President Nixon’s forecast for 
the year. 
The Commerce Department 
said 
personnal 
income 
in 
March was at a seasonably 
adjusted annual rate of $836.3 
billion, up from $830.4 billion 
in February. 
The 
March 
advance, 
al­ 
though about double the $3 
billion increase 
recorded in 
February, was less than the 
$ 6 . 1 
billion 
increase 
for 
March 1970. 
Administration 
economic 
strategists had predicted per­ 
sonal income would total $858 
billion for the year, an in­ 
crease of $67 billion over 1970. 
Because the monthly fig­ 
ures are computed at a seaso­ 


nably adjusted annual rate, 
the year’s average number is 
usually reached by the June 
or July monthly report. 
If 
personal income moves ahead 
in April, May and June at the 
same 
pace 
it 
followed 
jn 
J a n u a r y , 
February 
and 
March, the mid-year figure 
would be $855.1 billion, less 
than 
administration 
predic­ 
tions. 
W a g e s and salaries 
in 
March totaled $563.1 billion, 
up $3.3 
billion 
during 
the 
month. The Department said 
the payroll gain was due to 
increased hours worked and 
higher hourly earnings rather 
than an increase in employ­ 
ment. 
Transfer payments, 
Social 
Security, welfare and similar 
payments, increased $1.8 bil­ 
lion during the month. Small 
increases were

in 
other sources of income such 
as rentals, dividends, interest

Kills Poly Student 37 Filipinos 
Train Runs Over, 


POMONA — A Cal 
Poly 
student was killed late Wed­ 
nesday night when a Southern 
Pacific train ran over him as 
he lay on the tracks near the 
intersection of Valley and Po­ 
mona boulevards. 
Engineer Vincent J. Sitkpr, 
54, Los Angeles, told police he 
saw the motionless form of 
the victim, 
Randall Everett 
Green, 19, lying across the 
t r a c k s as 
the train 
ap­ 
proached at 50 miles an hour. 
Green’s head was on the 
north rail and his legs across 
the south rail. Sitker said the 
victim’s face was toward the 
approaching train. 
Sitker threw on the brakes 
but couldn’t stop the 46-car 
freight in lime. It ran over 
Green, decapitating him, dis 
inombering his Ixuly and scat* 
tiring 
remains 
almost 
400 
feet along the right-of-way. 
The train powered by three 
diesel engines, was traveling 
from Colton to Los Angeles. 


Green was a junior engi­ 
neering student at Cal Poly 
and 
lived 
in 
Los 
Cedritos 
Hall. His h o m e was in Al­ 
hambra. 
Police denied reports that 
Green was seen to lie down 
on the tracks in front of the 
approaching tram. They said 


there were 
no known 
wit­ 
nesses to how Green got on 
the tracks. 
They said they contacted 
his mother in Alhambra and 
she said there were no rea­ 
sons known to her that would 
cause her son to take his life.

took the remains to his offic e 
in Los Angeles, told police it 
was uncertain if an autopsy 
would he possible in an effort 
to determine with certainty 
the cause of death or the vic­ 
tim’s condition before he was 
struck.

PARIS (UP!)—North Viet­ 
nam, 
ignoring 
Communist 
China’s goodwill gestures to 
the United States, today res­ 
tated its hardline conditions 
for a Vietnam peace settle­ 
ment.

and U.S. Ambassador David 
K. E. Brace did so again to­ 
day. 
Xuay Thuy, the chief Hanoi 
negotiator who has been in 
M o s c o w for consultations, 
prevfaced today’s 109th meet­ 
ing with a statement to re­ 
porters he was goring into the 
meeting with “concrete pro­ 
posals” to end the deadlock in 
the talks.

Committee Probes 
Welfare Proposals 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Democrat-dominated 
Senate 
committee has embarked on 
a public probe of proposals to 
recamp California’s welfare 
program. 
The Senate Health and Wel­ 
fare Committee opened a pub­ 
lic hearing on the measures 
Wednesday and, after hearing 
four hours of testimony, de­ 
cided there would be more 
sessions. 
“It’s terribly complicated,” 
Chairman Anthony C. Beilen­ 
son, D-Beverly Hills, said af­ 
ter there was a parade of wit­ 
nesses. 
The initial session centered 
on three bills to bring Califor­ 
nia into conformity with fed­ 
eral regulations in the Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren (AFDC) program. 
Three different approaches 
to the problem were aired 
and various price tags pinned 
on each. 
One proposal by Beilenson 


would provide for an annual 
cost of 
living increase in 
AFDC and cost the state $76 
million. It would also meet 
f e d e r a l conformity prob­ 
lems. 
Beilenson said because the 
grant levels “are too low,” 
children who are the main 
recipients of the programs 
suffer. 
Another proposal by Sen. 
H o w a r d 
Way, 
R-Exeter, 
would limit the amount of 
outside 
income 
an 
AFDC 
recipient could earn in order 
to quality for welfare. 
Way’s measure, 
however, 
would 
increase 
the 
basic 
grant in the program at a 
cost of $12 million a year. 
A third program sponsored 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan and 
carried by Sen. Clair W. Bur- 
gener, R-San Diego, revises 
the entire program in deter­ 
mining who qualified for the 
benefits. Its cost is undeter­ 
mined.

quickly against viral diseases 
such as influenza and chicken 
pox. 
Gordon said the drag also is 
being tested againsit cancers, 
some of which may be viral 
in origin. 
After Gordon made his re­ 
port, Dr. Alvin J. 
Glasky, 
president of Newport Phar­ 
maceuticals 
Inc., 
Newport 
Beach, Calif., manufacturer 
of the drug, said the Argen­ 
tine 
government 
had 
ap­ 
proved its use on humans fol­ 
lowing a report by 17 doctors 
crediting the new drag with 
an 
“amaxing” 
ability 
to 
knock out viral Infections. 


LSD-Spiked Cheese 
Hospitalizes Two 


LOS ANGELES (U P l)-A 
woman and her son were hos­ 
pitalized with severe halluci- 
n a t i o n s 
after 
they

suspectingly sprinkled LSD- 
spiked parmesan cheese on 
their spaghetti at a restau­ 
rant, police disclosed Wednes­ 
day 
Vice detail detectives said a 
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“ widespread 
Investigation” 
was being conducted into the 
incident Easter Sunday at the 
Two Guys from Italy restau­ 
rant in Hollywood. Crime lab 
tests determined the cheese 
had enough LSD to be fatal to 
someone with a weak heart. 
Helen Jones and her son, 
Michael, 
16, became ill at 
home after eating the cheese, 
which was in a shaker on a 
table at the cafe. 
Mrs. Jones said at first she 
thought she was having a 
heart attack and told her son 
she thought she was going to 
die.

keep him here as pastor,” the 
council said in a unanimous 
statement. The members also 
said 
the church’s celibacy 
rule should be changed “as 
soon as possible.” 
The three ordained mem­ 
bers of the parish staff also 
issued a sympathetic state­ 
ment, saying “his life as a 
very devoted pastor gives liv­ 
ing testimony to the fact that 
a married priest can be effec­ 
tive in today’s church.”

Border Incidents Boost 
India-Pakistan Tensions 


NEW DELHI 
(U PI)-The 
civil war in East Pakistan 
has spilled across the border 
into India on at least three 
occasions in an escalation of 
tensions between the two un­ 
friendly neighbors', press re­ 
ports said today. 
Political observers said In­ 
dia was certain to protest the 
incidents and demand the Pa­ 
kistani army pull buck from 
border areas in accordance 
wiLh standing frontier agree­ 
ments.

Indian newspapers quoting

The Statesman newspaper 
of Calcutta and New Delhi 
said Pakistani army mortar

Ano­ 
ther report s a i d Pakistani 
troops fired across the border 
at Sonamura, also in Tripura 
territory. 
No casualties were reported 
in the incident. 
Western intelligence sources 
said they doubted the tension

tion, licensing prostitutes and 
houses of prostitution,” while 
31 per cent said “no.” 
“I was startled,” Greene 
said.

He said there 
was little difference in their 
views between men and wom­ 
en. 
He said his bill provided

By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - The FBI 
has tried unsuccessfully to 
get the Xerox Corporation to 
provide a sample copy from 
t h o u s a n d s of its clients’ 
machines so the FBI can find

recently stolen documents. 
The company, however, did 
agree to furnish the FBI’s 
Buffalo, N.Y., office a list of 
all clients who rent its “660” 
series copying machines, one 
of which was apparently used 
to run off the stolen papers. 
The documents, stolen from 
the FBI office at Media, Pa., 
and sent anonymously to sev­ 
eral newspapers, revealed ex­ 
tensive FBI surveillance of 
black 
and 
student 
activist 
groups. 
Gerard Mulligan, a spokes­ 
man for Xerox, said that in 
addition to the client list, the 
FBT wanted the company to 
h a v e 
its 
service 
repre­ 
sentatives 
make 
an extra, 
blank copy of every machine 
they inspected during their 
regular service calls. 
Mulligan explained that ev­ 
ery Xerox copy, even the 
blank ones, have uniform dis­ 
tinguishing 
markings 
by 
which it would be possible to 
trace an individual copy to 
the machine which produced it. 
He said the markings are 
caused by slight differences 
in the surfaces of the internal 
“drums” on which the copies 
are printed. The extra blank 
copies requested were to be 
turned over to the FBI. 
However, 
Mulligan 
said, 
“ the top managemenfuonsid- 
ered the request and \|fcided 
against it. What it camfcdown 


to was the ethical responsibi­ 
lities of the businsss. 
“ If we were to do this," he 
added, “we had a responsibil­ 
ity to inform our customers it 
was 
being 
done 
and 
this 
w o u l d have defeated the 
FBI’s whole purpose.” 
Mulligan said the request 
for the client list came sever­ 
al days before the FBI tried 


to enlist the service depart­ 
ment. He said the list was 
provided because the compa­ 
ny felt it was the kind of in­ 
formation a government in­ 
vestigative 
agency 
would 
eventually have obtained by 
subpoena anyway. 
Asked to comment on the 
matter, a spokesman for the 
FBI would not discuss it.

the Federal Reserve Board 
reported its index of indust­ 
rial production — a closely 
watched barometer of the 
economy — showed almost no 
increase in March after fal­ 
ling in February. 
When Nixon predicted last 
winter 1971 would be “ a good 
year” and 1972 would be ‘‘a 
very 
good year” 
for the 
economy, he was counting on 
much more improvment in 
the first three months of the 
year than now appears to 
have materialized. 
If the President hopes to 
reach his election-year goal of 
reducing unemployment from 
its present level of 6 per cent 
to about 4.5 per cent by mid- 
1972, he may have to seek a 
tax cut or make some other 
dramatic move to spur the 


economy out of its doldrums. 
Nixon met privately Wed­ 
nesday with Arthur F. Bums, 
chairman of the independent 
Federal Reserve Board which 
regulates the nation’s money 
supply. White House Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said the meeting was a rout­ 
ine discussion of the econo­ 
my.

grams. 
The Washington Democrat 
introduced two bills, one of 


he called the “ Economic Dis­ 
aster Relief Act.” It would 
authorize the president to pro­ 
vide emergency help to de­ 
pressed areas on a basis sim­ 
ilar to dissaster relief. 
The other bill would author­ 
ize a conservation job pro­ 
gram to put the unemployed 
to work in the national fo­ 
rests, parks, recreation areas 
and other public lands. 
Jackson said there was a 
backlog of “ hundreds of thou­ 
sands of man-years of work 
in reforestration alone” that 
could be carried out by the 
unemployed under such a pro­ 
gram.

From L. A. to Sacramento 
Assemblyman Commutes 800 Miles Each Day

—Jess Unruh’s successor in 
the legislature is a rarity who 
commutes almost 800 miles a 
day from Los Angeles and

Pierson, a Democrat and 


former Inglewood city coun­ 
cilman, swamped his Republi­ 
can opponent last November 
in the heavily Democratic dis­ 
trict.

hour crowd, although his 9 to 
5 work day closely parallels 
that of millions of other Cali­ 
fornians. 
While other lawmakers are 
finishing breakfast coffee be­ 
fore driving or walking to the 
state Capitol for work, Pier­ 
son is headed for Los Angeles 
International Airport and the 
8:15 a.m. flight to Sacra­ 
mento. He lives only 10 min­ 
utes away. 
Pierson is believed to be 
the only state legislator who 
daily commutes such a great 
distance. 
Pierson volunteers that he 
e n j o y s tuckine his three 
young 
daughters 
into 
bed 
each night and spending as 
much time with his family as 
he can but he rejects the no­ 
tion that “ I’m sort of a ‘super’ 
family man.” 
“ I asked to be an assembly­ 
man, my family didn’t,” he 
said in an interview. “ They 
need me at home. The state 
can get along without me. My 
priorities are family above 
political career.” 
He added, “ I’ll commute as 
long as it doesn’t interfer 
with the job.” 
No Friend of Jess 
Pierson, who terms himself 
“ not really a friend of Jess,” 
is a partner in an Inglewood 
law firm and spends a couple 
of hours every evening at his 
law office. Conveniently, his 
district legislative office is lo­ 
cated upstairs. 
On the jet airliner, he han­ 
dles work connected with his 
law practice, including dictat­ 
ing instructions for his secret­ 
ary into a recording machine. 
He is known to stewardesses 
as the airline’s “ best custo­ 
mer.” 
Unlike Unruh, speaker of 
the Assembly for seven years 


and a major force In the 
Democratic party, Pierson In­ 
dicates little ambition for po­ 
litics as a permanent way of 
life. An autographed color 
photo of Gov. Ronald Reagan 
hangs on the wall of his Capi­ 
tol office. 
“ I think for a job like this, 
enthusiasm means more than 
experience,” 
Pierson 
said. 
“ After four or five years, you 
start losing that.” 
Two Terms Adequate 
"I think a couple of terms 
would be more than adequate 
for me, maybe less,” he ad­ 
ded. “ I know those aren’t the 
things you’re supposed to be 
saying but that’s the way I 
feel. I could very easily live 
without it.” 
W h i l e most commuters 
would despair at the $3fi-a-day 
roundtrip airline fare Pierson 
must 
pay, 
the 
lawmaker 
takes it in stride. His daily 
out-of-pocket cost is only $6 
because the balance is co­ 
vered by the $30 legislators 
receive each day in payment 
for expenses. He also is en­ 
titled to chauffeur service by 
the 
Assembly 
sergeant 
at 
arms. 
His salary as a legislator is 
$19,200. 
While the statewide com­ 
mute 
is 
“ reasonably 
con­ 
venient” for the young legis­ 
lator, it sometimes gives his 
Capitol secretary anxious mo­ 
ments, especially as the after­ 
noon jet-set rush hour ap­ 
proaches. 
Mrs. Beverlee Manley, who 
also was Unruh’s secretary, 
checked her wristwatch and 
advised Pierson: “ You’ve got

Wrong Sodql Security 
Number Causes Confusion 


Enclosed you will find a copy of two letters we received 
from the Internal Revenue Service, for a $413 tax bill we don’t 
owe, and informing us that our $77.78 refund for 1969 was 
applied to this tax hill. 
We moved to Pomona a year ago, and as in the past, filed 
our return with the Massachusetts office of the IRS. The tax 
liability claim enclosed is from the Manchester, N.H., IRS 
office. We have never filed a return with that office and the 
$413 tax bill involved is not ours and the Social Security num­ 
ber on the claim is not my husband’s number. 
I have been to the Pomona IRS office and they could not 
help but told us we should deal direct with the Massachusetts 
office. We would appreciate your help, as well as our re­ 
fund.—M.L., Pomona 


April 15 seems like an appropriate day to report on your 
problem. 
First, Action Line obtained additional information from you, 
learning that in 1967 the tax return of a man with the same 
surname as yours was mailed by the IRS to your address. You 
returned it to the IRS. 
The mailing error appeared to have been resolved, for you 
heard no more about it and dismissed it from your mind. 
Then, in July 1969, your account was audited by IRS and you 
w ere'required to pay an additional $80 over the amount paid 
through payroll deduction in 1968. It was the first time you had 
paid more than the deducted amount and you reported that 
vou never understood why you had to pay it. 
" Next, you were notified of the tax claim, which with interest 
totaled $413 at that time. 
We submitted all information on file and copies of correspon­ 
dence to the IRS in Andover, Mass., suggesting that as the 
delinquent tax billing included a wrong Social Security num­ 
ber, your account had been confused since 1967 with another 
person’s. Action Line also suggested that the $80 you were 
required to pay in 1969 was actually owed by the other person. 
The IRS North-Atlantic Region office at Andover replied that 
a review of your account was being initiated. 
A month later, the IRS center confirmed that part of the 
problem had been the use of your husband’s Social Security 
number by another taxpayer. 
But the first problem found in the examination of your ac­ 
count was your use of the tax tables instead of the correct tax 
rate schedule in preparing your#1967 tax return. The tax tables 
are designed for use by taxpayers who have gross income, not 
taxable income, of under $5,000, the IRS explained. The cor­ 
rected return showed a tax liability of $775.92, minus the 
$536.80 paid via withholding, for a balance due of $239.12. 
In erroneously using your husband’s Social Security number, 
the other taxpayer’s $375 estimated tax payment in 1967 was 
posted to your account. Your corrected return indicated the 
balance due of $239.12—but the $375 was erroneously credited 
to your account for credit balance of $135.88, which the IRS 
says was refunded to you in March 1968. 
When the credit and refund errors (created by the other 
taxpayer’s use of your Social Security number) were detected, 
you were left with a tax balance due of $375 and with accrued 
interest assessed this amounted to $413 when you wrote to 
Action Line. 
Your 1969 income tax overpayment of $77.78 was correctly 
applied to the balance due on your 1967 account, leaving a 
balance of $297.22 plus interest. 
On receipt of this report, you denied ever having received 
the $135.88 refund. 
You next were notified that your 1970 federal income tax 
overpayment of $225.10 had been applied to the 1967 delinquen­ 
cy, leaving a balance of $72.12 plus interest. 
At this point, you still dispute the situation, believing that 
you have paid someone else’s taxes, but we conclude that the 
IRS has presented a logical explanation and further challenge 
by you should be made through a tax attorney. 
You were given an opportunity by the IRS to file a state­ 
ment of nonreceipt of the March 1968 $135.88 refund, as you 
had previously stated that you received no such refund. You 
have not replied to our inquiry as to whether you filed this 
statement of nonreceipt, which would have sparked an investi­ 
gation by the IRS disbursing office to learn if the refund check 
was ever cashed and by whom. 
So apparently you do not wish to dispute payment of this 
refund and we have closed your file on the assumption that 
your records reveal that it was received. 
It appears a credit made to your account, because of an 
error by another taxpayer, created the three-year contusion 
and financial turmoil for your family. Payment of the $72.12 
balance and interest should end the problem. 
Meanwhile, pity the poor guy who used the wrong Social 
Security number when he paid his estimated taxes and they 
were credited to your account. We wonder what he went 
through before it was learned where his $375 payment went.

For those who will think twice before 
ordering from this firm, we should point out that tw o at filiated 
companies are National Subscription Seivue and Blow-Up, 
The latter is sort of what we had in mind.

and have always received merchandise within three weeks ot 
mailing an order. But 2*4 months ago, we ordered some things 
which have never been received although I have the canceled 
check.

ONTARIO — An explosion 
and fire ripped through an 
Ontario candle shop at 225 N.

had entered Gary’s 
House of Candles, his step­ 
son’s shop, nex| door, only 20 
nrnutes before he heard the 
explosion. Minor, 52, said he

when he heard the explosion. 
“ I ran out the back of my 
shop and tried to enter the 
back door of my son’s shop, 
but the heat was so intense 1 
had to get back,” Minor said. 
‘‘Only 20 minutes before, I 
had gone into the shop to put 
a glass candle holder away, 
and everything seemed okav 
then.” 
Minor lives in the upstairs 
portion of the candle shop, 
and looks after his son’s shop 
when he is away. Minor said 
no one else was in the build­ 
ing when the explosion oc­ 
curred. Two dogs penned out­ 
side were not injured. 
The quick-moving fire, fed 
by hundreds of tallow can­ 
dles, destroyed the inside of 
the candle shop and spread to 
the two upstairs rooms before 
it was brought under control 
by Ontario firemen. The elec­ 
tronic shop at 221 N. Lemon 
was saved from the blaze by 
firemen, 
who 
poured 
hun­ 
dreds of gallons of water into 
the adjoining walkway. 
Witnesses at the scene said

shooting out of the two up­ 
stairs windows and the entire 
roof was burning. 
Two pumper-tankers, an ae­ 
rial ladder, and rescue ve­ 
hicles were dispatched to the 
scene. 
The candle shop is owned 
by Gary

school student, who started 


the business two years ago. 
Special candle displays were

Carleton’s 
specialty. 
Numerous displays were des­ 
troyed by the flames. 
Fire inspectors speculated 
that the explosion may have 
been caused by some highly 
f l a m m a b l e liquid in the 
candle shop, but were unable 
to enter the shop early this 


morning. 
Minor said, ‘‘There wasn’t 
any flammable liquid in the 
shop.” 
Firemen said they would in­ 
vestigate cause of the blaze 
later today. An estimate of 
damage was not given, but 
firemen did say it would be in 
the “several thousands of dol­ 
lars."

Motor Bike Park 
To Be Enlarged

City Editor 
POMONA — Cyclists will

The Pomona Planning Com­ 
mission approved a request 
Wednesday night to enlarge 


th e park from 200 to 320 
acres. 
The added area will provide 
three more hills, additional 
parking area, and a place for 
family picnics, officials said. 
The new area located south 
of the present park, should be 
opened by June 1, they added. 
Paul Marshall, park oper­ 
ator, said that 35,000 have 
used the park since it opened 
last 
year., ‘‘We 
have had 
people come from seven or 
eight states who heard about 
the park and wanted to try it 
out.” 
Jack Hoxsey, city recreation 
director, said he had heard 
nothing but compliments on 
the park’s operation. ‘‘There 
have been up to 2,500 people 
at the park on Sundays when 
there are races,” he said. 
Hoxsey, who noted the park 
is only temporary until the 
area becomes developed, said 
it has b(“en a “Godsend” by 


providing a place where resi­ 
dents can ride their motor 
bikes. 
Marshall sought relief from 
proposed conditions which in­ 
volved posting the park to 
.warn against cutting the wire 
fence or cyclists entering or 
leaving the park at unautho­ 
rized locations. 
“The cattle which graze in­ 
side the park when we have 
no business come up to these 
signs to scratch and destroy 
them,” he said. 
Marshall said he paid $165 
for 
signs 
when 
the 
park 
opened. It would cost about 
$300 to post the signs again, 
he added. Marshall noted that 
he had other signs at the en­ 
trance and inside the park 
warning against cyclists leav­ 
ing the park. ‘‘We have had 
no problem with people cut­ 
ting the fence to come in or 
go out. They are so pleased to 
have the facility they do ev­ 
erything we ask.” 
Marshall said the first signs 
wtre made of Masonite. “ I 
believe the cattle were eating 
them,” he noted. 
Planners deleted the sign 
recommendation in approving 
the conditional use permit by 
a unanimous vote. 


Confidential 
Records Focus 
Of Dispute 


CLAREMONT—Three mem­ 
bers of the Claremont Draft 
Counseling Center here were 
ordered to appear before a 
federal grand jury in Los 
Angeles today for the second 
time. 


But indications were that 
they would refuse once again 
to divulge any information 
about records 
at the 
cen­ 
ter—information which the se­ 
cret body seeks as evidence 
in a case believed not directly 
related to the center. 
There is a possibility that 
their refusal this time can 
bring a contempt of court ci­ 
tation from Federal District 
Judge E. Avery Crary which 
can result in jail commit­ 
ments. 
The three are identified as 
John M. Goodman, assistant 
professor of physics at Har­ 
vey 
Mudd 
College; 
David 
Barry, Harvey Mudd senior; 
and Mrs. Edith James, wife 
of Robert C. James, chair­ 
man of the Claremont Gradu­ 
ate School mathematics de­ 
partment. 
The grand jury not only had 
questioned them about the re­ 
cords, but reportedly had or­ 
dered them to take the re­ 
cords to a hearing March 18. 
The trio had declined to 
g i v e 
information, 
on 
the 
grounds that it was a viola­ 
tion 
of their 
constitutional 
rights to privacy, and also 
contended that they could not 
produce the records because 
they were in the custody of the 
R e v . G o r d o n Verplank, 
chaplain 
of 
the 
Claremont 
Colleges, the official custo­ 
dian. 
According to Reports from 
the Claremont Colleges, an 
attempt to serve Mr. Ver­ 
plank with a subpoena to ap­ 
pear at the grand jury hear­ 
ing was made by the U.S. 
m arshal’s office last week. But 
Mr. Verplank was out of town. 
The chaplain has joined the 
others in their position that 
they are “determined to pro­ 
tect by all legal means the 
confidentiality of the relation­ 
ship between counselors and 
counselees, including any and 
all records.” 
The four contend that the 
relationship between counselor 
and the person counseled is 
“privileged 
communication 
which is totally immune from 
anv subpoena power of 
a 
grand jury." 
They claim that the grand 
jury summons are illegal. But 
their motion to quash the sub­ 
poenas was denied by Judge 
Crary when they first appear­ 
ed be tore the grand jury a 
month ago.

Clerk Steve Banister said he 
was able to pull his own gun 
when the weapon the would- 
be robber was drawing got 
stuck in his pants pocket. 


Walnut Retains Cheek as Mayor 


W ALNUT-The City Council 
re-elected Bill cheek as ma­ 
yor, and William Wentworth 
as vice mayor by unanimous 
vote Wednesday, 
then held 
two spirited public hearings 
dealing with the Walnut zon­ 
ing codes. 
The 
council 
also 
passed 
four resolutions to consolidate 
the special election on the 
residential 
planned 
devel­ 
opment ordinance with the 
school district election June 
22 to fill the unexpired term 


of board member Ray Fausei. 
A public hearing was held on 
the requirements of the zon­ 
ing code dealing with R3 off- 
street parking requirements. 
The council approved changes 
increasing the 
requirements 
from \ y 2 spaces per unit to 
2 % spaces per unit and estab­ 
lishing driveway width as “20 
feet or as determined by the 
planning 
commission.” 
The 
only “no” vote came from 
Councilman Joe Dyer. 
Larry Armour of Anaheim, 


a developer, voiced opposition 
to the raising of the parking 
requirements. He felt “ that 
buildings should be designed 
for people, not having auto 
parking requirements determi­ 
ning the number of units.” He 
said that this ordinance would 
discourage building in Wal­ 
nut. 
W e n t w o r t h said it was 
“time for people to be con­ 
cerned about the automobiles, 
We 
now 
have 
too 
many 
houses w i t h no room f o r 


cars.” In the R3 development 
with multiple family dwelling 
u n i t s , Wentworth thought 
it was time to be concerned 
where cars and recreational 
vehicles would be parked. 
The council also approved 
bringingWalnut’s zoning code 
in line with other commu­ 
nities by 
raising minimum 
floor area in bachelor apart­ 
ments from 450 square feet 
to 550 feet requiring a 20-foot 
width of access in the R3 de­ 
velopments; 
and 
increasing 


minimum lot size per dwell­ 
ing unit from 
1,200 square 
feet to 2,000 feet. The effect 
of increasing the minimum 
lot 
size is 
to 
reduce 
the 
number of dwelling units in R3 
from 36 units per acre to 21. 
Dyer also opposed this pro­ 
posal. 
After a discussion of Walnut 
Valley Riders’ request for ad­ 
vertising support in its pro­ 
grams, 
the 
council 
turned 
down the request.

Wise Choices Urged 
In Tuesday Voting 


Next Tuesday will be the first time in upwards of 
20 years that the Pomona city election has been 
combined with local school board electioas. Since 
the date of school board elections is determined by 
state law, it was necessary to change the Pomona 
city charter by a vote of the people two years ago 
to allow the municipal election to be held at the 
same time as the election of school board members. 
For Pomona voters there are three separate elec­ 
tions. They will be marking their choices for mayor 
and two coumcilmen, selecting two members of the 
Pomona Unified School District board of education, 
and voting on three members of the board of 
trustees of Mt. San Antonid College. Pomona is the 
only local area community having an election of city 
officials. Elsewhere in the valley citizens will be 
voting only on candidates for school board at local 
school district and junior college district levels. 
Pomona City Clerk Larry Thomas has estimated 
that the combination of school and city elections will 
increase the total Pomona voter turnout by about 
three or four per cent Even so, by Thomas’ pre­ 
diction of a 45 per cent voter response, more than 
half the total registered voters in Pomona will for 
one reason or another fail to exercise their privilege 
of voting. 
This is a regrettable performance for citizens liv­ 
ing under a democratic form of government. It 
means that less than a majority of voters will deter­ 
mine who the locally elected officials will be for the 
next two to four years. Also, since most of the real 
property taxes go to running the schools and provid­ 
ing city services, householders should be vitally con­ 
cerned with the caliber of men and women who 
serve in public office. 
Education and municipal government are big busi­ 
nesses, requiring the most dedicated and able public 
servants to make sure that tax dollars are spent 
wisely. 
Friday’s edition of the Progress-Bulletin will con­ 
tain a special section devoted to pictures and stories 
on all of the candidates for Pomona’s general elec­ 
tion, and 12 school district elections in the Pomona 
Valley area. 
We urge our readers to familiarize themselves 
with the backgrounds and platforms of the various 
candidates before going to the polls next Tuesday. 
The importance of voting and voting as wisely as 
possible cannot be over-emphasized. 


War Still Viet Lot 
After U.S. Leaves 


Some of us have so concentrated our thoughts and 
hopes on the idea of the final withdrawal of Amer- 
icn troops from Vietnam that we can think of noth­ 
ing beyond that. 
The U.S. prisoners of war held in North Vietnam 
could be home by Christmas, says Sen. Vance 
Hartke, if President Nixon were to announce total 
withdrawal by the end of this year. 
“The killing can end in a matter of days,” says 
the Indiana Democrat. 
Which killing? 
Certainly, the killing of Americans by North 
Vietnamese and of North Vietnamese by Americans 
could be ended at any time. But the killing of 
Vietnamese by Vietnamese was going on long before 
the first American soldier set foot in that country 
and will, unfortunately, be going on long after the 
last American soldier leaves. 
The President has announced a slight stepup in 
the pace of withdrawal which if projected into 1972 
will leave about 50,000 troops still in Vietnam at 
midyear. To all intents and purposes, American in­ 
volvement in ground combat operations will likely 
have ceased well before that time. 
This residual force, the President has indicated, 
will remain until Hanoi releases its American priso­ 
ners. 
But neither the President nor even the advocates 
of absolute, complete U.S. disengagement from the 
war have said anything about when our advisory’ 
and support personnel and air power—especially air 
power—(’an be withdrawn. By mid-1972, Americans 
could still be involved in logistical and aerial sup­ 
port of South Vietnamese operations. 
That is not all. Even when every single American, 
whether combat soldier, pilot, adviser or prisoner, 
is back home, this country’s involvement in the 
struggle will not have ended. It will have entered a 
new stage—or rather, have returned to much the 
same situation that existed in 1961. 
South Vietnam will still require moral and mate­ 
rial assistance — money, equipment, munitions. The 
war will still be going on, and will go on as long as 
North Vietnam believes it can take over South Viet­ 
nam by force. 
There may be an did in sight to the killing as far 
as American combat soldiers are concerned, but 
there is no foreseeable end to the controversy over 
Vietnam.

Four Questions 
The first of four questions 
was: “Should Congress vote 
to cut off funding for the war 
in Vietnam and require with­ 
drawal of all Amerian troops 
by Dec. 31, 1971?“ Of more 
than 50,000 replies, 71.25 per 
cent said yes and 28.75 per 
cent said no. 
Q u e s t i o n No. 2 was: 
“Should Congress vote to ter­ 
minate the President’s power 
to bomb Laos and Cambodia 
effective immediately?” Six­ 
ty-seven per cent said yes, 33 
per cent no. On whether to 
declare war on North Viet­ 
nam the response was an 85 
per cent no. Likewise on whe­ 
ther the President should be 
permitted to conduct the war 
in Southeast Asia as he alone 
determines, the tally was 82 
noes. 
McCloskey is currently in 
Vietnam, where he went to 
try to get the facts about civi­ 
lian 
casualties from 
mass 
bombing in Indochina. Paying 
his own way he is conducting 
his Investigation during the 
Faster 
recess of 
Congress 
without relying on the milita­ 
ry and Embassy officials who 
take most Congressmen In 
tow. How much he can learn 
In so short a time is another 
matter.

President Nixon is using 
the White 
House to throw 
fund-raising dinners for the 
Republican campaign chest. 
He invites fat cats to the 
White House for quiet, de ri- 
geur dinners. Afterward, over 
Sancerre and cigars, they are 
hit 
up 
for 
political 
con­ 
tributions. 
Few financial tycoons can 
resist an invitation to dine at 
the White House, and they ar­ 
rive resplendent in black tie 
and tux to be plucked. 
To preserve the presidential 
dignity, Nixon doesn’t stay 
around for the sordid finan­ 
cial pitch. He makes some 
lofty remarks about peace 
and 
prosperity, 
then 
dis- 
creetly 
departs before 
the 
money tree is shaken. 
The latest White House fund 
raiser was held on April 8 
less than three weeks after 
the President declared on TV 
his firm support for limiting 
campaign contributions. 
A glittering gathering of Il­ 
linois millionaires, dressed in 
their fancy duds, munched on 
delectables from the White 
House kitchen and listened to 
the President talk. 
He told how he was turning 
the Vietnam war over to the 
Vietnamese and said he was 
sorry’ he hadn’t followed his 
own advice when he urged 
stock market speculators to 
start buying a year ago. 
He started to leave, paused 
to listen respectfully to Il­ 
linois Gov. Richard Ogilvie, 
then made good his escape. 
White House Pitch 
Thereupon, 
lesser 
White 
House celebrities took over 
and began to warm up the 
group for the plucking. Even 
Harr Dent, the President’s 
Southern strategist, joined in 
the political evangelism. 
“ Southerners just love the 
President,” oozed Dent in his 
best Dixie dialect. 
First on his feet to offer fi­ 
nancial aid was insurance ty­ 
coon W. Clement Stone, per­ 
haps the sweetest sugar dad­ 
dy of them all, who con­ 
tributed a traceable $656,000 


to the GOP in 1968, another $1 
million 
in 
1970 through a 
maze of channels. 
But the willing Stone, who 
rse rubles the late comedian 
Robert 
Bence, ys ha re­ 
ceived unfavorable publicity 
for his beneficence. Presum­ 
ably with this in mind, R. 
Douglas Stuart, the Quaker 
O a t s 
magnate, 
suggested 
bluntly 
that 
Clem .Sonte’s 
name ought to be kept out of 
their fund-raising effort. 
“You are absolutely light,” 
said Stone amiably. “I agree 
with you completely.” 
In the awesome atmosphere 
o! the White House, full of 
good food and drink, the mo­ 
ney men offered little resis­ 
tance. Indeed, the fat cats are 
expected to line up for a 
chance to be dunned at a 
White House dinner. And the 
rustle of every unfolding bill 
and the scratch of pen on 
check add emphasis to the 
need for reforming the grea­ 
test evil in the American poli­ 
tical system. 
Hassan’s Army 
FBI and narcotics agents 
are 
investigating 
a- black 
nationalist who is using $523,- 
C00 in federal funds to pre­ 
pare artisan soldiers for even­ 
tual emigration to Africa. 
At the head of this bizarre 
private army is Col. Hassan 
Jeru-A hm ed, a handsome, 
ebullient man of 47, who has 
also wangled $169,000 in gov­ 
ernment drug-treatment mo­ 
ney for his Blackman’s Devel­ 
opment Center. 
Ths FBI is checking allega­ 
tions that the federal funds 
are being misused. The nar­ 
cotics agents are 
inquiring 
why his drug-treatment cen­ 
ter can’t seem to bar heroin 
from its own premises. 
And 
the 
Anti-Defamation 
League would like to block all 
funds to the self-style colonel 
because of his anti-Semitic 
past. 
Yet a number of respon­ 
sible official*, 
doctors and 
even narcotics men 
praise 
him for reaching the unreach- 
ables. Addicts who w o u l d 
never deal with a government 


agency have flocked to Has­ 
san’s center for methadone 
treatment. Some don’t come 
back; others stop by merely to 
pick up the substitute drug. 
But others, apparently, have 
been cured. 
Hassan, a one time bad 
check artist and onetime wig 
seller, has nearly 200 men 
quartered in his private army 
billets around Washington. He 
claims to have 8,000 troops 
scattered across the country, 
a figure doubted by federal 
officials. 
Whatever his past, he has 
proved to be a brilliant organ­ 
izer. Besides his government 
grants, he is trying to run 
construction team®, an arts 
program in an old theater 
and a filling station. 
He calls his para-military 
force the Blackman’s Volun­ 
teer Army of Liberation, the 
military arm of the Provi­ 
sional 
Government 
of 
the 
U n i t e d Moorish Republic. 
This mythical government ex­ 
ists only in Hassan’s mind. 
But the troops are real; and 
the $523,000 is real. 
1 
H is drug-treatment 
pro­ 
gram, structured entirely by 
Hassan himself, ha® regist­ 
ered thousands of 
addicts, 
many for the first time. Dr. 
Robert DuPont, whose own 
Washington, D.C, drug pro­ 
gram has been harshly criti­ 
cized by Hassan, allows that 
the controversial colonel has 
“played 
an important 
and 
constructive role in dramatiz­ 
ing to the Washington com­ 
munity tha serious epidemic 
of heroin addiction.” 
But two prominent black 
leaders, Mho asked that their 
names be withheld because of 
fear of violence from Has­ 
san’s troops, called him a 
phony who has fooled the es­ 
tablishment. 
A high federal official, with 
25 years experience studying 
Washington’s narcotic prob­ 
lem, is still unsure whether 
Hassan is doing a good job. 
“ If he’s doing what he says,” 
aaid the official, “ then he 
should go on. If he’s not, then 
he ought to be arrested.” 


The plight of the relatives 
of nearly 1,700 Americans ei­ 
ther held prisoner by the ene­ 
my or missing in action in 
Vietnam needs the sympathet­ 
ic attention of those activist 
groups which are constantly 
asserting their desire to ad­ 
vance humanitarianism. Few 
words of reproach have been 
leveled by them at the North 
Vietnamese, who have treated 
the families of these captured 
or missing men with cruel in­ 
difference. 
There are 462 American® 
believed to be prisoner®, and 
1,204 are listed as missing in 
action. 
If 
North 
Vietnam 
would provide the names of 
all the prisoners it holds, the 
families in the United States 
could at least know who am 
alive and who are truly mis­ 
sing. President Nixon, in his 
report to Congress on Feb. 25, 
said: 
Deepest Concern 
“We have the deepest con­ 
cern for the plight of our 
prisoners of war in Indo­ 
china. Some 1,600 Americans, 
including pilots and soldiers 
and some 40 civilians, are 
missing or held in North Viet­ 
nam, South Vietnam, Laos, 
and Cambodia. Some have 
been held as long as six 
years, longer than for any 
other prisoners of war in our 
history. 
“The enemy violates the 
specific requirements of the 
Geneva Prisoner of War Con­ 
vention, by which they are 
bound. They violate common 
standards of decency as well. 
“They have not permitted 
impartial inspection of prison 
camps despite constant at­ 
tempts to arrange such visits. 
They have refused to repat- 
r i a t e seriously sick and 
wounded prisoners. They have 
failed to identify all prisoners 
and to allow many of them to 
correspond with their famil­ 
ies.” 
Identification of the priso­ 
ners has long been delayed, 
though names of some of the 
Americans held captive were 
furnished last year through a 
U.S. “ Peace” group which 
sent a delegation 
to visit 
North Vietnam. But this is 
deemed inadequate now. 
An exchange of prisoners 
has gone on in every war. It 
is most unusual for any na­ 
tion to be as harsh as the 
North Vietnamese have been 
in dealing with the questions 
that have arisen in connection 
with the Americans and South 
Vietnamese they hold captive. 
The Smith Vietnam govern­ 
ment has sent some prisoners 
back to North Vietnam with­ 
out 
receiving 
any 
in 
the 
transfer, 
Many 
efforts 
have 
been 
made to persuade the North 


Vietnamese that they could 
make a different impression 
upon the people of the United 
S t a t e s if they respected 
humanitarian principles and 
let relatives know more about 
the men who have been cap­ 
tured. It is particularly im­ 
portant to determine whether 
any of those listed as missing 
in action are really prisoners 
of war. 
President Nixon says the 
treatment of prisoners of war 
anywhere “is not a political 
or military issue, but a mat­ 
ter of simple humanity.” He 
has already 
declared that 
American forces will not be 
completely withdrawn from 
Vietnam 
until 
the 
captive 
Americans are released. The 
Hanoi 
government has re­ 
fused even to discuss the sub­ 
ject at the Paris Peace Con­ 
ference. 
T h e 
International 
Red 
Cross, a neutral agency which 
ha® for years sought to obtain 
humane treatment for priso­ 
ners of war, has not been per­ 
mitted to visit the 
North 
Vietnamese prison camps or 
to contact the inmates. While 
some families are allowed to 
correspond with their sons or 
husbands who are imprisoned, 
others are not given that op­ 
portunity. The agony of their 
uncertainty is indescribable. 
The reasons for Hanoi’s pol­ 
icy in this m atter have never 
been explained. But appar­ 
ently there will not be much 
of a change in the North 
Vietnamese stand until it be­ 
comes clear to them that the 
United States will not approve 
the complete withdrawal of 
its military forces from Viet­ 
nam until all American priso­ 
ners have been released. 
Senator Jack Miller, Re­ 
publican of Iowa, recently in­ 
troduced a joint resolution 
stipulating: 
Complete Pullout 
“That the Congress of the 
United States proposes that 
the United States agree to the 
complete withdrawal of all 
American military personnel 
from South Vietnam within 12 
m o n t h s following comple­ 
tion under appropriate inter­ 
national supervison—of 
the 
exchange of prisoners of war 
as proposed by the President 
in his public announcement of 
Oct. 7, 1970, and the account­ 
ing for men missing in ac­ 
tion.” 
The attitude of the Hanoi 
government is one of the stran­ 
gest in the history of war­ 
fare. Sooner or later, the al­ 
lies of N o r t h V i e t ­ 
nam—namely, 
the 
Soviet 
Union and Red China—must 
realize 
the 
importance 
of 
seeing that the principles of 
humanitarianism 
are 
res­ 
pected in the handling of the 
problem of war prisoners.

ministration policy to assure 
a balanced and meaningful 
education at all levels and for 
all ethnic groups. 
Mullan 
said 
the 
district 
needs a continuing compre­ 
hensive 
budgeting 
program 
and a more constructive solu­ 
tion to dealing with disciplin­ 
ary problems. He said he would 
like to see better communica­ 
tions between student, parents, 
teachers, and the adm inistra­ 
tion. He said that all too often 
in the past, persons from irres­ 
ponsible segments of minor­ 
ities have 
been 
given 
too 
much attention. 
He called for the respon­ 
sible people in the community 
to come forth and make them­ 
selves heard to the school 
board and administration. Mul­ 
lan also said he thinks the 
district needs to enlarge its 
vocational training program 
for students who are not col­ 
lege oriented. 
Labeling 
himself 
as 
an 
educational reformist, incum­ 
bent Philip Wessels saia the 
school district is producing 
“ artificial failure groups" be- 


fore students reach the third 
grade. He said the result is 
that 
the 
child 
involved 
is 
usually frustrated, lackrng n 
self-identity 
and 
unable 
to 
recover from the setback dur­ 
ing the rest of his educational 
experience. He said one way 
to overcome the problem is 
getting people in the district 
involved in education. 
“ Until we get enough par­ 
ents involved and knowledg- 
a b 1 e about education, 
we 
will continue to create artifi- 
c i a 1 
failure 
and 
success 
groups which w’ll generate 
disruption at all levels of edu­ 
cation and destroy the con­ 
fidence and support of educa­ 
tion by the taxpayer,” Wes­ 
sels said. He said his plat­ 
form is to get the citizens ot 
the community 
involved 
in 
the educational program and 
said he will not feel his ef­ 
forts a success until board 
meetings 
are 
regularly 
at­ 
tended by 1,000 people. 


Reiterating his reasons for 
seeking a 
position 
on 
the 
school board, Philip Bennett 
said the real issue of the elec­ 
tion is the problem of secur­ 
ing for children that educa­ 
tion which will suitably pre­ 
pare them to deal with the 
experience of life. 
He said the confidence of 
the taxpayer in the district 
must be regained. “This can 
only be done through increas­ 
ing stability on our campuses 
and effecting economy in the 
adm inistration of such a sys­ 
tem ,” he said. 
“ I want to see all the stu­ 
dents of the Pomona school 
district 
obtain 
the 
highest 
standard of education possible 
with responsible economy and 
direction and a more produc­ 
tive school atm osphere, and 
will not be a rubber stam p in 
the areas of expenditures, dis­ 
ciplines, parent dissatisfaction 
and student unrest,” Bennett 
said. 


Jam es Bell said he believes 
a school board composed of 
non-minority people is unahle 
to project itself into situations 
concerning 
ethnic 
minority 
groups in the community. He 
said he believes he can help 
both the city and the school 
district, 
if 
elected 
to 
the 
board. Bell said that people 
are not willing to move into a 
community 
that has 
racial 
unrest in the city precipitated 
by racial tension and violence 
in the schools. 
He said his decision to run 
for the board came after the 
recent student unrest in the 
high schools. He said it be­ 
cam e obvious that there was 
a great deal of dissatisfaction 
on the part of nearly all seg­ 
m ents of the community with 
the philosophy and policies of 
the present board. 
Mrs. Nellie Crockett leveled 
a verbal broadside at the pre­ 
sent school board, terming it 
an “ ivory tower” that parents 


claim is insensitive to their 
proposals and requests. She 
said the obvious depreciation 
of the educational program in 
Pomona is evidenced by the 
increasing num bers of par­ 
ents who are sending their 
children to private schools in­ 
stead of the public schools. 
She said parents have lost 
faith in the present adm in­ 
istration and said that resi­ 
dents of the district are con­ 
vinced the district cannot af­ 
ford an “honorary board.” 
She said too many children 
go to school frightened every 
day and said discipline must 
be reestablished so that viola­ 
tors learn that their actions 
will not be tolerated. “As long 
as 
the 
adm inistration 
and 
school board listen only to the 
very angry and loud voices of 
the troublem akers, 
we 
get 
what we deserve,” she said. 
Gustave Goldshine said that 
the district needs a well-de­ 
fined and 
enforceable 
pro- 


gram to m aintain discipline 
in the schools so that teachers 
can teach and students can be 
taught. He said there must be 
cohesiveness 
between 
the 
board, administration, faculty 
and community and said it 
requires an active role in the 
part of each of the four fac­ 
tions to meet the problem 
with a positive approach. “I 
think we have a pretty good 
school district in this city,” 
Goldshine said. “ It has been 
good and it can be good.” 
He said he believes prog­ 
ress can be m ade in the dis­ 
trict by providing equal op­ 
portunities for education to 
all students, providing a rele­ 
vant curriculum, and insuring 
the safety of children attend­ 
ing schools. 
Goldshine 
said 
the whole educational system 
can be greatly improved if 
people show more personal 
involvement. 
Jose Perez said the district 
is in need of a school board 


that can look realistically at 
the m any aspects of ethnic 
composure in the city. “ We 
need people on the board who 
will support law and order in 
the schools, but who will also 
support justice and equal op­ 
portunity in education) avail­ 
able for all children, regard­ 
less of race, color or creed,” 
he said. He said the board 
needs m em bers who will pro­ 
vide 
progressive 
leadership 
and not be only reactionary in 
their efforts. 
Perez said the biggest prob­ 
lem in the school district is 


the 
“people 
problem .” 
He 
said the district has to solve 
the problem of derisive atti­ 
tudes, lack of communication 
and a seeming inability to 
respond to the needs of the 
community. 
He 
suggested 
that one way in which to get 
b e t t e r communication and 
better citizen involvement is 
to begin holding board m eet­ 
ings in various areas through­ 
out the city, so that people 
from' different neighborhoods 
can see that the board is in­ 
terested in them and their 
views.

by British standards. 
He described 
the

hospitals he visited in

The Tragic Tale of Pakistan: 
No Hapov Endina Within S

Ini Pakistan the world is 
witnessing the break up of 
one of its largest nations and 
a tragedy which is just begin­ 
ning. 
Between its divided halves 
a new migration is under way 
reminiscent of the one which 
accompanied its foundling in 
1947 when Moslems and Hin­ 
dus divided the subcontinent 
into Hindu India and Moslem 
Pakistan, the latter in turn di­ 
vided into halves separated by 
1,000 miles. 
In that early migration nine 
million Hindus and eight mil­ 
lion 
Moslems 
criss-crossed 
into India and Pakistan ac­ 
companied 
by violence 
in 
which more than one million 
persons died. Religion deter­ 
mined the flow of that migr­ 
ation. 
Racial and cultural origins 
determine the new one be­ 
tween the Bengalis of the east 
and the Punjabi of the west. 
Pakistan is a country which 
never should have existed in 
the first place and now pro­ 
bably never can again even 
though the 50,000 to 70.000 
West Pakistan 
troops 
im­ 
ported into the east succeed 
for the moment in putting 
down the movement which 
beean as a demand for au­ 
tonomy within a united Pakis­ 
tan and now calls itself Bang- 


Eugene McCarthy

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—Eugene McCarthy, the for­ 
mer Democratic senator from 
Minnesota, will join the Uni­ 
versity of Maryland faculty 
this fall as a visiting profes­ 
sor of poetry.

la J>esh or “ Bengal nation.” 
If the creation of Pakistan 
was an error in the first 
place, then it also was an er­ 
ror compounded 
over 
the 
years by man’s short-sighted­ 
ness. 


The name itself is a con­ 
cocted one, made up of the 
regions of West Pakistan with 
no regard for the East. More 
than half its population of more 
than 136 million resided in the 
east and provided most of Pak­ 
istan’s foreign exchange. Yet 
most on Pakistan’s devel­ 
opment funds went to the 
west. 


The new nation was less 
than seven years old when in­ 
creasing East Pakistan de­ 
mands for autonomy began 
making themselves felt at the 
election polls. But if the west 
heard, it did not listen and re- 
s e n t m e n t s mounted until 
three weeks ago they ex­ 
ploded. 
Since the first day there 
has been no dear word of 
Sheik Mujibur Rahman whose 
Awamii league had won a 
clear majority not only in the 
East Pakistan provincial par­ 
liament but in the central 
government as well. Presum­ 


ably he is a prisoner or dead. 
The central government de­ 
clares it is restoring normal­ 
cy to east Pakistan but it is 
apparent that its control ex­ 
tends to the cities and not to 
the countryside. 
Estimates of East Pakistan 
dead now run to more than 
5,000 but could be many times 
that number. 
There is a special irony to 
Pakistan’s tragedy in that it 
came despite the efforts of 
honest men. 
President 
Yahya 
Khan 
seemed truly bent on restor­ 
ing democracy to the whole of 


Pakistan after years of mi­ 
litary rule. 
Sheik Mujibar 
Rahman 
sought 
autonomy, 
not independence. 
And as the tragedy runs its 
course, economic ruin also 
looms. Pakistan’s foreign cur­ 
rency reserves are expected 
to be exhausted in less than 
three months. Cut off from 
the east, West Pakistan in­ 
dustry is losing 40 per cent of 
its normal outlets. Bank pay­ 
ments are blocked. 
And to add to human suffer­ 
ing is the imminent approach 
of the monsoon season.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
United States, which once 
was accused of practicing 
gunboat diplomacy in China, 
is now entering a period of 
ping pong diplomacy. 
If this should open the door 
to lasting world peace, no­ 
body would be less surprised 
than your humble correspon­ 
dent. 
Having had for many years 
a ping pong table inthe bomb 
shelter of my domicile, I can 
readily attest to the unifying 
force the game exerts. 
Before we took up ping- 
pong, my family was badly 
d i v i d e d along ideological 
lines. Which is to say we 
were all Democrats. But after 
a few evenings with the pad­ 
dles, we began to reconcile 
our political differences. 
“ The family that pings to­ 
gether, clings together,” I of­ 
ten say, and I see no reason 
why that maxim wouldn’t ap­ 
ply to the family of nations as 
well. 
“ Two countries that pong 
together, 
belong 
together” 
might be one wav of putting 
it. 
For me, then, it is easy to 
understand 
why 
diplomats 
here view the forthcoming 
visit to Communist China by 
the U.S. table tennis team as 
a n 
“ encouraging 
devel­ 
opment.” 
The pity is that it took so 
long for the State Depart­ 
ment, or Henry Kissinger, or 
whoever is in charge of our 
foreign policy, to recognize 
th e 
“ peace 
through 
ping 
pong” potential. 
The 
long-stalled 
Vietnam 
peace talks in Paris are a 
case in point. 
Those negotiations began, 
you may recall with a pro­ 
tracted dispute over the shaoe 
of the conference table. Un­ 
fortunately, nobody thought of 


shaping it like a ping pong 
table. 
Had the 
delegates 
been 
spending their time playing 
ping pong, rather than what­ 
ever it is they do all day, the 
conference obviously 
would 
have made as much progress 
as it has made to date, and 
possibly a great deal more. 
The delay in practicing ping 
pong diplomacy becomes all 
the more strange when we 
consider how much ping pong 
and diplomacy have in com­ 
mon.

Spray Tests Aimed 
At Cotton Weevil

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
trial run of a new insect con­ 
trol system, which could lead 
to a drastic cut in the volume 
o f 
chemicals 
sprayed 
on 
farms, will he launched in the 
South this summer. 
The test is described by 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials as the most comprehen­ 
sive boll weevil eradication 
experiment in history, cen­ 
tered on 30,000 acres of cotton 
in southern Mississippi and 
nearby fringe areas of Ala­ 
bama and Louisiana. 
The $2 million project, offi­ 
cials said, will provide "the 
first large-scale coordinated 
testing of advanced biological 
and 
nonpersistent 
chemical 
suppression 
techniques 
that 
have been developed and field 
tested over the past decade.” 
The two-year test, beginning 
in 
July, 
will 
demonstrate 
whether packaging 
all 
the 
new techniques into a single 
coordinated 
program 
can 
eliminate the most destruc­ 
tive of all cotton pests. 
The stakes in terms of envi­ 
ronmental improvement and 
savings for farmers a re high, 
a department announcement 
indicated. 
Officials said that at pre­ 
sent one-third of all insecti­ 
cides applied to U.S. crops 
are used on cotton. Pesticides 
used to control the boll weevil 
include a wide range of mate­ 
rials including 
DDT, 
toxa- 
phene and methvl parathion. 
If 
the 
experimental 
new 
package program works and 
spreads to the entire Cotton 
Belt, officials said, it would 
"drastically reduce the use of 
insecticides on cotton.” This 
would, among other benefits, 
save cotton growers $275 mil­ 
lion a year in insect control 
costs, a department statement 
said. 
The main focus of the ex­ 
periment will be on 4,000 
acres of cotton grown in a 
quarantined "core area” of 
about 25 miles around Co­ 
lumbia, Miss. Other cotton in 
a 58-mile outer buffer /one 
will also be treated to prevent 
reinfestation of the 
center 


area. 
Here’s how the project will 
work: 
Beginning with surveys in 
July, officials will start treat­ 
ments in August using a non- 
persistent phosphate insecti- 
c i d e — m a l a t h l o n o r 
azinphosmethyl—«to 
kill 
as 
many boll weevils as possible 
before they enter hibernation 
for the winter. Farmers will 
follow up by using cultural 
practices, such as destroying 
cotton stalks, 
to 
eliminate 
food and shelter for surviving 
weevils 
The next step will be the 
use of traps baited with a 
synthetic sex attractant. The 
traps will be used to monitor 
weevil populations in the fall 
and to reduce them In the 
spring. 
What officials hope will be 
the knockout blow will follow, 
beginning in May, 1972. After 
an application of a nonpersis­ 
tent pesticide, control workers 
will begin releasing millions 
of sexuallv sterile male boll 
weevils. Mating between the 
sterile males and normal fe­ 
males will produce no offspr­ 
ing and eventually—if enough 
sterile 
males 
are 
released | 
—natural reproduction of the 
weevil will end. 
The project is scheduled to 
end in June 1973, after sur­ 
veys to measure its effective­ 
ness. Meanwhile, federal and 
state wildlife experts will be 
checking the impact of the 
experiment on the ecology.

GM Job Push (or 
Blacks Encouraged 


NEW 
YORK 
(U PI)-T he 
Rev. Leon H. Sullivan, first 
Negro board member of Gen­ 
eral Motors, has been quoted 
as urging GM to sign up more 
than 10,000 blacks for both 
white and blue collar jobs dur­ 
ing thhe next few years. 


In a copyrighted 
article, 
Business Week magazine said 
Sullivan, who lives in Phila­ 
delphia, believes his fellow di­ 
rectors are favorably inclined 
to his plan. 
“ I’ve been impressed with 
the sensitivity I’ve found on 
the board,” Sullivan told the 
magazine. “ I think they want 
to see GM move forward.” 


Business Week said Sullivan 
is urging the huge auto firm 
to add 50 black dealers, 1,000 
black executives 
and 
9,000 
black mechanics to its roster 
by 1974. 
“ He wants GM to lend a 
generous helping hand with 


m o n e y 
and 
management 
training to present and future 
b l a c k dealers...training on 
such matters as finding better 
locations, managing cash flow 
and learning about service 
departments and the used-car 
end of the 
business,” 
the 
magazine said. 
Sullivan himself was quoted 
as saying that his goal is “to 
get 
1,000 black executives, 
men and women, in the next 
three years. I want to see 
them working all over GM, 
moving up that ladder.” 
The Sullivan plan envisions, 
as a minimum, the training of 
1,000 Negroes as mechanics in 
the first year, 3,000 in the 
second year and 5,000 in the 
third year. 
“When I go to the annual 
meeting in 1972, I want GM to 
make a report on hiring mi­ 
norities that will really Im­ 
press America,” Sullivan was 
quoted as saying.

Thurmond 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—Describing the viotims at 
My Lai as “casualties to the 
brutality of war,” Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C., has urged 
the exoneration of Lt. William 
L. Calley Jr. 
Thurmond, a World War II 
combat veteran, wrote in his 
weekly newsletter that “in 
my opinion, there is a differ­ 
ence between war casualties 
and murder.” 
“The victims at My Lai 
were casualties to the brutal­ 
ity of war,” Thurmond said. 
“ Lt. Calley reacted to train­ 
ing, 
to orders, 
to combat 
pressures and the responsibil­ 
ity of command in a strange 
war. 
“In the interest of our fight­ 
ing men still in Vietnam, and 
the others who may go into 
combat in the future, I be­ 
lieve that we should view Lt. 
Calley’s trial as a serious set­ 
back to our Army and a 
threat to our future security 
... let us hope in the process 
of review that Lt. Calley will 
be exonerated.” 
Thurmond said the Army 
also ought to reexamine any 
other actions it has taken or 
may take against others in 
connection with slaying of ci­ 
vilians in Indochina.

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Lt. Calley and the American Psyche

O n c e again the United 
States is going through an 
agonized fit of mass reaction 
to singular shame. Like the 
public outcry that followed 
the past decade’s assassina­ 
tions and urban brutalities, 
Americans are vomiting up 
piles of every emotion from 
sociotal doubt to self-guilt to 
international racial prejudice. 


But the anger over William 
Calley is different from the 
despair over an assassinated 
John Kennedy. This tim e the 
nation is mourning a crim e’s 
perptrator instead of the vic­ 
tim. Letters to one U.S. sena­ 
tor alone, Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois, run “200 to 1 for Cal­ 
ley,” a ratio which the legisla­ 
tor calls “ regrettable.” 


The 
regret 
is 
that, 
as 
psychologist Ernest van den 
Haag views, “we can be cruel 
enough to m ake a hero out of 
the m urderer of children in 
diapers.” 
But 
“ we” 
have. 
Opinion polls read eight of 10 
people objecting to the Calley 
decision, among them Norris 
Rawlings, a truck driver from 
Iowa: “ Calley is like Christ. 
He’s being crucified.” 


Many agree the Calley deci­ 
sion will surely affect the na­ 
tion one way or another. “ We 
m ay 
not 
suffer, 
I 
don’t 
know,” says psychologist Karl 
Menninger, “ but the outcry is

Halleck 
says Calley, as well as Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, Sen.

Nail In Coffin 


Halleck feels the Calley out­ 


rage is another nail in the na- 


United States, as now con­ 
stituted, cannot stand. “Can 
our society continue with such 
monumental frustrations?” he 
asks, then quickly 
answers 
“No.” 


The doomsday prediction, in 
relation to the effects of the 
Calley case, is, of course, not 
universally held. And, in fact, 
if what historian Commager 
calls “ sober second thought” 
prevails, 
there 
are 
several 
reasons to hope that the My 
Lai m assacre may even pro­ 
voke some painful 
changes 
for good.

Parren Mitchell, D-Md., for 
one, insists that “when people 
have time to stop and think, 
they’ll start realizing what a

“ We have better players this season,” Anderson, “ but not 
enough of them. It’s still the same old problems. A couple of 
key injuries could wipe us out.” 
Poly will begin its 20 davs of spring activity Monday. Ander­ 
son and his staff plans of four afternoons of work for five 


weeks. 
The big night will be the annual game on Saturday, May 15, 
but the Bronc coach still isn’t certain if it will be an intras- 
quad battle or another skirmish with the Alumni.

The Poly coach expects more than 80 candidates to report 
Monday but the roster will be trimmed to 40 when -the Septem­ 
ber drills begin. Anderson is planning to leave a few holes in 
the positions where they might be needed after the final spring 
evaluation. 
“ This is the time to get acquainted,” he said. “ We plan to 
do some things with our offense. For the first time since I’ve 
been here, we have some people with experience. They know 
what we’re talking about.” 
“ The competition for jobs on this team should be much bet­ 
ter,” Anderson added. That is always a good sign lor any 


football team.

End John Wiegmann was 
named to the All-Pacific Coast College Division team while

Anderson Is happy to report Surina’s former receiver at 
Chino, Jerry Fellows, will also be in action in a Bronc uni­ 
form. 
“ We felt our biggest need was to obtain some defensive 
backs and help on the offensive line,” Anderson said. “ With 
our new kids, we should be much quicker on the line.”

A new ocean fishing pier 
that has to be the most 
beautiful and 
possibly the 
best on the California coast 
will open free to the public 
Saturday, April 24, at Aliso 
Beach in South Laguna, on 
South 
Coast 
Highway two 
miles south of Laguna Beach. 
Public fishing will begin 
immediately following a 10 
a.m. band concert and 10:30 
dedication ceremony in which 
local, state and federal offi­ 
cials nd local organizations 
will participate. 
The new Aliso Beach fish­ 
ing Pier has been constructed 
at a cost of $720,000 shared by 
the California Wildlife Con­ 
servation Board, the Orange 
County Harbor District and 
the U.S. Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation. 
Orange County put an addi­ 
tional $607,000 into the pur­ 
chase of 4.2 acres of beach 
front and parking area for the 
project and will maintain and 
operate the pier. 
Designed especially for fish­ 
ing, the 
graceful concrete 
structure extends out to a 
marine canyon with prime 
water for halibut, bass, bar­ 
red 
perch, 
bonito, 
spotfin 
croaker and turbot. 
The end of the pier i9 in the 
shape of a huge, open dia­ 
mond that offers 860 feet of 
fishing rail space—440 feet on 
the outside and 400 feet on 
the inside of the diamond—in 
an average depth of just over 
20 feet of water. 
There is 350 feet of addi­ 
tional fishing rail space be­ 
tween the diamond and the 
surf which breaks on a sandy 
b e a c h 
flanked by rocky 
points. 
On the pier are 14 benches, 
four fish-cleaning siinks with 
running water, and lights for 
night fishing. A building on 
the pier approach now pro­ 
vides drinking water and rest­ 
rooms and soon will house a 
bait 
concession 
and 
other 
angler services. 
Augmenting the new park­ 
ing area adjacent to the pier 
and bench on the ocean side 
of the highway, 
additional 
public parking is available on 
the inshore side of the high­ 
way as the result of an earli­ 
er joint project of the Wild­ 
life Conservation board and 
Orange County. 
A nominal parking fee will 
be charged for the two paved 
parking areas which are con­ 
nected by a pedestrian under­ 
pass.

Qualifying for an auto race 
has a great deal of spectator 
appeal. At Indianapolis, after 
two weeks of suspenseful pre­ 
liminaries, qualifying invokes 
near hysteria in the stands. 
On 
American oval tracks 
except for Indianapolis and 
Ontario the universal qualify­ 
ing system is to assign driv­ 
ers a place in line to qualify, 
give each man a warmup lap, 
two laps on the clock and a 
final circuit to cool down and 
return to the pits. 
With today’s electric eye 
and electronic timing tech­ 
nology, this method of qua­ 
lifying is fast paced, accurate 
and challenging. One man is 
on the track at a time, racing 
against the clock. 
NASCAR goes one better 
for the Daytona 500. After its 
qualifying period is over only 
the two front row drivers are 
assured their positions. 
Ev­ 
erybody else has to compete 
in one of the two 125-mile 
races scheduled a week be­ 
fore the 500 to get in the race. 
These are excellent shows, so 
exciting, in fact, that one of 
the 125-milers will be seen 
this weekend on national tele­ 
vision (ABC Wide World of 
Sports) even though it took 
place two months ago. 
Contrasting 
the 
popular 
qualifying system that hes 
grown up with Americen rac­ 
ing is the boring procedure of 
the Sports Car Club of Ameri­ 
ca known as “ European style 
qualifying.” 
Under this setup every dri­ 
ver is clocked while he prac­ 
tices for the race. At the end 
of each day he is credited 
with his fastest lap. 
Drivers are thus allowed to 
come in and out of the pits, 
change suspensions, try dif­ 
ferent tires and spark plugs 
and work on their engines, 
literally rebuilding their cars 
for the race while qualifying. 
Not only does the spectator 
lose interest, because he can 
hardly keep track of what is 
goins on. but this procedure 
is difficult for the timers to 
keep up with. The fan often 
goes home thinking one dri­ 
ver won the pole position, 
vihen in reality somebody else 
did. 
By the time officials get 
through analyzing their tim-

ing tapes, they invariably dis­ 
cover a fast lap they hadn’t 
noticed before. 
The entire 
qualifying order is usually 
changed after the spectators 
have gone home. 
SCCA has finally conceded 
that “ European style qualify­ 
ing” isn’t ideal for the Ameri­ 
can spectator. Starting with 
the L&M Continental Grand 
Prix at Riverside Apr. 25, all 
p r o f e s s i o n a l S C C A 
races—Continental, Trans-Am 
and Can-Am series—will have 
procedures similar to USAC 
and NASCAR to determine 
starting lineups. This is how 
the new system will work: 
Each driver will draw for

MANILA (UPI)—A clandes­ 
tine laite-late-show has been 
appearing

television screens in Manila 
after midnight.

Officials of the Philippine 
Radio Control Office (RCO) 
cannot identify the mysterious 
impresario who beams erotic 
entertainment to thousands of 
homes after regular television 
screening hours.

Their telecasting does 
not go beyond midnight. The 
sex movies start appearing at 
about 2 a.m. 
Cecilio Ensalan, acting RCO 
chief, said any hobbyist with 
a 50-watt closed circuit tele­ 
vision equipment could “in­ 
vade” regular television cha 
nels and transmit anythi 
through the use of linear a 
plifier or a directional a 
tenna. The transmission, ho 
ever, is limited. 
For several weeks, 
late 
sleepers who turned on their 
television sets after midnight 
to see if anything was show­ 
ing were surprised to see stag 
movies. 
Ensalan said that with its 
inadequate 
equipment, 
the 
RCO is helpless to cope with 
this electronic intrusion. He 
said experts from the armed 
f o r c e s and the National 
Bureau of Investigation have 
been asked to assist his office 
in tracking down the post­ 
midnight transmitter. 
RCO officials said that dur­ 
ing the three-day Easter holi­ 
day last week there were no 
showings.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) —The 
phenomenal ratings success 
of ABC-TV’s series of original 
90-minute tales, “Movie of the 
Week,” has resulted in an 
equally 
phenomenal 
resur­ 
gence next television season 
of anthologies — once consid­ 
ered unsalable. 
The reason that anthology 
series came to a pretty dead 
end on video not too many 
years ago was that 
they 
didn’t seem to get the ratings 
that were achieved by weekly 
shows with running charac­ 
ters and familiar faces estab­ 
lished on a regular basis. 
In addition, as television’s 
prime-time showing of movies 
became a potent force, net­ 
work executives 
explained, 
with some logic, that after 
all, these motion pictures ac­ 
tually could be considered an­ 
thologies over a season. And 
how, it was argued, could any 
video series in the old an­ 
thology vein match the star 
power and production gloss of 


movies? 
The turning point came 
when the networks realized 
that the old motion pictures 
c o u 1 d n ’ t last forever—and 
that fewer major films were 
being made nowadays. There­ 
fore, to hold on to, and build 
up, 
television’s movie au­ 
dience, the networks looked 
for alternatives—and decided 
to create their own original 
motion picture-like films, a 
step that also saved them 
from having to deal much 
with the racy new theater 
movies. 
I f 
t h e r e 
w a s 
a 
breakthrough, It was NBC- 
TV’s first two-hour “World 
Premiere” entry, “Fame is 
the Name of the Game,” 
which got very hot ratings 
with its breezy, yet routinely- 
plotted, tale of a magazine re­ 
porter (Tony Franciosa) who 
got involved in a mystery ad­ 
venture. 
This opened the doors for 
more two-hour originals by 
NBC-TV, and eventually by 
CBS-TV and ABC-TV too. But 
it is ABC-TV’s “Movie of the 
Week”—steadily 
spectacular 
in the ratings—that is ob­ 
viously the main influence in 
next season’s anthology break­ 
out. At this point, the net­ 
works have scheduled no less 
than three more 90-minute an­ 
thologies. 
In fact, the changing de­ 
mands of the new urban-ort- 
ented audience have brought 
about 
a considerable shift 
away from regular weekly 
series with running charac­ 
ters, established faces and 
the same old format. For, in­ 
cluding the prime time reruns 
of movies previously shown in 
theaters, nearly one-third of 


next season’i total network 
prime time can be described 
as anthologies. 
There will be 64 weekly 
hours of prime time on the 
three commercial networks in 
the coming semester, and 21 
are in the anthology vein. To 
begin with, there are the 
regular movie reruns—NBC- 
TV on Monday, CBS-TV on 
Thursday, NBC-TV on Satur­ 
day and ABC-TV and CBS-TV 
on Sunday. In addition, the 
original two-hour “World Pre­ 
miere” films will be an NBC- 
TV series on Friday. Those 
six series make up 12 weekly 
hours right there. 
Then, of course, th 
9 0-minute 
“Movie 
Week,” which will 
by a similar seri 
same network, AB 
Saturdays —“Movie 
Weekend,” also a 90-minute 
entry. Furthermore, at the 
same length, NBC - TV will 
have a Wednesday mystery 
theater and CBS-TV a Friday 
series of made - for - television 
movies. Actually, all of these 
four shows will offer orig­ 
inals. And that’s six more 
hours. 
NBC-TV, 
meanwhile, 
has 
scheduled “Night Gallery,” a 
weekly 60-minute program of 
b i z a r r e tales. 
ABC-TV’s 
“Love, American Style” will 
continue as an hour series of 
unrelated comedy episodes In 
a r o m a n t l c contemporary 
vein, and NBC-TV’s Walt Dis­ 
ney Hour is, of course, basi­ 


cally In the anthology cate­ 
gory. That makes three more 
hours. 
It’s not likely that the 
rebirth of anthologies means 
that the home screen will sud­ 
denly burst forth with unre­ 
lenting brilliance. But there’s 
a good chance you’ll be sur­ 
prised and pleased more of­ 
ten.

LAMB—I used 
to jog one and one-half to two 
miles six days» a week and 
felt fine. On reading a recent 
book on exercise, I became 
alarmed because 
the book 
said that 10 ¿minutes after 
exercise your pulse should be 
less than 100 beats per min­ 
ute. Mine is always around 
110 after 10 »minutes, 
and 
sometimes 120. !l assumed the 
exercise was too much for 
me, so I quit joking and now 
I don’t feel near as fit. I re­ 
duced my distance to one 
mile and still, ,after 10 min­ 
utes, my heart * rate was 105 


to 110 beats per minute. I am 
46 years old and weigh 155 
pounds.

about 140 beats per minute to 
stay within safe levels of 
exercising without supervision 
by medical personnel. 
From what you have de­ 
scribed about yourself, I see 
no reason why you could not 
jog regularly and I think the 
chief danger is in trying to 
cover the distance 
in 
too 
short a period of time. That 
is when most people, particu­ 
larly men, get into trouble. 
Jog at a comfortable speed 
that doesn’t cause you to feel 
overexerted and enjoy thq 
scenery. 
For a set distance, you re­ 
ally do not Improve the ex­ 
penditure of energy an awful 
lot by increasing the speed a 
great deal. Then the amount 
of oxygen required for exer­ 
cise increases steeply, to le­ 
vels I do not consider safe for 
middle-aged men, 
with 
or 
without medical evidence of 
heart disease. 
Since most American men 
have fat deposits in their co­ 
ronary arteries, I am not in­ 
clined to suggest that they 
push their exercise programs 
to the limit. The amount of 
slow jogging a person should 
do depends on physical sta­ 
mina. One should build up to 
longer distance . 
I am vigorously opposed to 
the idea of running as fast as 
you can. That is totally unne­ 
cessary and often dangerous. 
Exercise is wonderful for the 


body but, like most medi­ 
cines, there is a Tight way 
and wrong way to take it. 
Our most useful medicines 
are two-edged swords and 
they can kill as well as cure. 
The same is true of exercise. 
Remember, as far as heart 
rate is concerned, how much 
coffee you drink, and the 
cigarettes you smoke are also 
factors; both increase the rest­ 
ing heart rate and decrease 
one’s tolerance to exercise in 
terms of heart rate.

DEAR DR. MILLER: What 
we want to know is, is our 
Chihuahua, Cuddles, just fak­ 
ing it for more attention or is 
she really cold all the time? 
She doesn’t shiver like that 
when she 
is 
in 
our laps. 
T h a t ’ s why my husband 
thinks she is just a big fake. 
Whenever she sleeps on the 
floor, she shivers. It doesn’t 
seem like she should be cold 
because we have good con­ 
stant heat. The thermostat is 
set for 72 which should be 
warm enough, shouldn’t it? — 
F.N. 


Dear F.N.: Cuddles, could, 
conceivably, chill continually 
when sleeping at floor level. 
Although some Chihuahuas do 
sport a bit of a coat, they all 
require more heat than most 
dogs. While 72 degrees might 
be comfortable for Cuddles — 
just — she is not even getting 
that amount of heat if she is 
on the floor. Remember, your 
wall thermometer is consid­ 
erably above the cold level on 
the floor. For Cuddles’ com­ 
fort you can (a) Drop the 
thermostat to her level, (b) 
Equip her with an electric 
blanket (or heating pad), (C) 
Elevate her sleeping quarters 


to a temperate level in the 


room, or (d) Dress Cuddles in 


a pair of pajamas before she 
retires. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: If the 
wild 
canaries 
nest 
in 
the 
sam e place this year that 
they have in the last couple 
of years, I know where I will 
be able to get some young 
birds. What’s the best age to 
catch them so they will make 
the best pets? — E.B. 
Dear E.B.: Before your plot 
progresses further, write to 
the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
U.S. Department of Interior, 
Washington, D.C., 20240 for I 
the list or birds protected by 
federal law. The wild canary 
(American goldfinch) 
is on 
this list. Ignoring this prohibi­ 
tion could prove expensive. 
Fines range from hundreds to 
thousands of dollars plus pri­ 
son terms of up to two years. 
Not 
incidentally, 
individual 
states may have additional 
protected birds on their own 
list. You had better check this 
out too. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Ger- 
rald, my gecko, is kept in a 
room where he doesn’t get 
any direct sunshine. Will this 
eventually affect his health ? 
— O.H. 
Dear O.H.: No, Gerrald can 
get by without the ultra-violet 
provided he has an adequate 
diet.

MINERAL KING 
Most Pomona Valley cam ­ 
ping families have a “special 
place” that they return to ev­ 
ery so often because of some 
particular attraction or senti­ 
m ental reason. For some, it 
is a beach; for others, a de­ 
sert h deaway; often, it is a 
national park; for m any fa­ 
milies it is a tranquil moun­ 
tain valley, high on the west 
slope of the Sierra, 
called 
M ineral King. 
Originally settled 
by 
the 
treasure seekers of the gold 
and silver mining era nearly a 
century ago, Mineral King’s 
present value lies not in its 
ores, but in its wealth of .na­ 
tural beauty. The E ast Fork 
of the Kaweah River tumbles 
down from the 
peaks 
and 
gradually subsides to form a 
m eandering 
stream 
in 
the 
middle of the valley, provid­ 
ing cam pers with sparkling, 
cold w ater and the challenge 
of rainbow trout. 
It is a good six hour drive 
to Mineral King, the last hour 
and a half of which is over a 
sharply 
climbing, 
twisting, 
half paved, 
half dirt road 
which will prove quite a prob­ 
lem to those who attem pt to 
pull trailers up. The route is 
v a U.S. 99 to 65 just north of 
Bakersfield; up California 65 
to California 198 which you 
take east to the Mineral King 
road about six miles beyond 
T h r e e Rivers. Twenty-five 
m iles up that road is Mineral 
K.ng.

Within these boun­ 
daries are five U. S. Forest 
Service districts which main­

campgrounds
